At this depth a level has been 
run, and much valuable ore extracted, with 
plenty of the same sort remaining, The 
rock selected. for crushing is very even in 
value, and pays about $14,000 per month 
regularly. The expense of working the mine 
is about $75,000 per annuni. 

The highest amount ever taken out at any 
single clean up, was once after a run of 60 
days, when it yielded $56,000; and on an- 
other occasion, after a run of 40 days, when 
it yielded $29,000. The total amount taken 
from the mine, has been over $1,400,000.— 
Tuis valuable mine, through mismanagement 
and want of skill, was lost to the original 
owners for a trifling sum borrowed to carry 
iton. The vein is remarkably well defined 
and large, and, as the above figures show, 
rich; still it would not pay to work under 
the management of blockheads. There are 
many such mines lost, or being lost, under 
precisely similar circumstances in this State. 
The stock of such mines never appears on 
the market. They are held by those who 
secure them fora trifle, while those who 
Spent years in opening them lose the treasure 
for want of common sense. | 

The ores of the Eureka. mine do not all 
pay for crushing; and it & by the simple 
operation of selecting ‘the best, that this 
mine, which ruined its first owners, produces 
a princely revenue to thos¢ who now own 
it. We think other mining companies may 
prot by following thesameexample.

He 
was intended by his father for the medieal 
profession, but his love for the mathemati- 
cal studies was so decidedly evinced, and 
his aversion for the other so strong, that at 
the age of twenty-four he was appointed 
professor at Pisa. There he was constantly 
engaged in asserting the laws of nature 
against the Aristotelian philosophy, which 
raised up such a host of enemies against him 
he was obliged to resign his professorship. 
He then went to Padua, where he lectured 
with unparallelled success, and students 
flocked'to hear him from all parts of Eu- 
rope. Cosimo III invited him back to Pisa, 
and soon after called him to Florence. Gali- 
leo had at this time heard of the invention 
of the Telescope by Janseh, and making one 
for himself, a series of most important as- 
tronomicdl discoveries followed. The result 
of his discoveries was his decided conviction 
of the truth of the Copernican system, though 
the blind and furious bigotry of the monks 

charged him with heresy for it, and he was 
twice persecuted by the inquisition. On 
both occasions he was compelled to abjure 
the Copernican system : but it is said in the 
Jast instance, when he repeated the abjura- 
tion, he stamped his foot on the earth, in- 
dignantly muttering, “ yet it moves!” He 
died at Florence, at the advanced age of 
seventy-eight, in 1642, the year in. which 

Newton was boyn. 


Hastits or Insects.—Nothing is more in- 
teresting than to study the habits of the 
insect world; and in doing this, the first 
thing that strikés us is the astonishing ra- 
pidity with which they multiply. But for 
this wonderful fecundity they would soon die 
out, as they are nearly all in their turn the 
food of other classes in the order of nature. 
A female ant lays ninety thousand eggs per 
day, the queen bee between five and six thou- 
sand, and the wasp about three thousand. 
A single plant louse will, in the fifth gener- 
ution, have a progeny of six billions of lice, 
and Se living at that time. 

The muscular activity of insects is very 
great. <A flea leaps to a distance of more 
than two hundred times the length of its 
own body, which is an achievement greater 
in proportion than can be claimed by any 
other species of created beings. No bird 
can fly with the rapidity of an insect, or for 
so long atime. The butterfly has the best 
constructed wings known to science, and 
they are made upon the plan which civil 
engineers declare to possess the greatest 
lightness and strength. A bumble-bee has 
been known to distance a locomotive going 
at the rate of twenty miles an hour, and a 
dragon fly to escape from a swallow after 
an nour's chase. <A few antes will draw from 
a hill a Jarge caterpillar; and a few burying 


. beetles will place a mole under the earth in 


an hour, which isa feat equal:to as. many 
men burying a large whale in the same 
space of time. 


A curious menage has been established 
in the Jardin des plantes. In an iron cage 
have been placed a young lioness, an Alge- 
rian wild boar and a little dog. This last 
is quite the master, the lioness generally 
amusing the boar. Wher, however, the 
lioness goes too far the dog interferes and 
re-establishes order.
